A raw FACTS FOR TUX SYMPATHETIC :. 

8o much has been said In regard to 
tbe Ashland College, both pro and con. 
and so man; of Its former friends are 
looking so sharply for signs of decs; or 
dissolution, that Its present friends are 
very careful in their statements, and 
though we hope that no willful mis- 
representations have been made, we 
tear that some are still in ignorance of 
the facts. 

The school ysar during which the 
German Baptists finally deserted the 
school (1882— 88}, found the institution 
running In debt at the rate of three 
thousand dollars a year for mere run- 
ning expenses, to say nothing of the 
interest on the indebtedness. 

This year the expenses Will run verj 
nearly three thousand, two hundred 
dollars, exclusive of tbe music depart- 
ment which is self-sustaining, and as 
each student pays tliirtv-two dollars 
tuition per year, It Is ea-y to be seen 
that an average of one hundred stu- 
dents will pay the ruimiug expenses. 

We have not one hundred students 
exclusive of music students, anil this is 
why we write. The College wants pa- 
tronage. Brother Holsinger has left 
his work to go out to raise the Indebt- 
edness, but brethren, we want more, 
we wajjt students- 
Let each church send two students 
where they now send one, and we can 
next year pay tbe running expenses 
and have a nice little sum to pay inter- 
est on the Indebtedness, to buy books 
for the library or to devote to some 
other good purpose.
